Delusional Freak 

GW’s Bored of Trustees grudgingly passed a 14.9 
percent hike in tuition Friday after students protested 
Thursday that the proposed 6.9 percent was not 
enough. 

The increase was confirmed in a conference call 
between the Board and GW President Slimfast 
NordiTrac Friday afternoon from NordiTrac’s Rice 
Hall penthouse, recently completed with last year’s 
4.9 percent tuition increase. 

The day before, students boycotted J Street, pick- 
eting outside the Martian Center with signs that read, 
“6.9 is too low!” and “Raise tuition, put us in debt!” 

Administrators meant with the Student Elite Team 
the same afternoon to discuss the increase. 

“I was disappointed with the way the meeting 
went,” said GW Vice President for Student Emotion^ 
Support Services Robemblind Chempak after the 
meeting. “We (the administration) kept sa 3 dng we 
wanted to keep the increase as low as possible and the 
students kept saying they wanted it higher.” 

“We Give Our Members Free Stuff” Board Chair 
Rodent Dontteaseus said he was frustrated with 


the meeting. 

“A seven percent increase is just too small,” 
Dontteaseus said. “Students want to pay more; we all 
have large trust funds and secret bank accounts in 
Switzerland — why wouldn’t we want to pay more?” 

According to student leaders, it took almost seven 
hours to convince University officials to consider the 
14.9 percent hike. 

“We kept telling them ‘Think of what we can do 
with the extra revenue,’ ” Uberfratemity Council 
President Gimme Beerangirls said. “The University 
deserves as pauch of our money as it can get.” 

The team of students presented a proposed list of 
spending priorities to the administration, outlining 
suggested ways to spend the new income. GW officieds 
say the list will be used as a starting point when the 
University develops its operating budget for the next 
academic year. 

Codependence Magazine obtained the confidential 
document, apparently leaked by someone on the team 
who feels that tuition should not be increased. 

Among the items listed in the document are the 
proposed purchase of Georgetown, Catholic,

rewards doled out by the PB 
included free massages, comedy 
club tickets and movie passes. 
Sellinass said the nights in the 
White House illustrate that the 
Program Board is “a student 
organization on the rise. We not 
only influence campus life, but 
peddle some national influence 
as well.” 

Though Sellinass defended 
the Lincoln Bedroom Merit 
Reward program, the group drew 
fire from several Studley 
Association senators who 
pledged to form a committee to 
investigate PB spending.

Sellinass said he “wouldn’t 
mind.”

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Hospital finds final 
solution for ANC hags 

Women's Studies' added to MVC curriculum

A group of investors including 
Dr. Jacque Gevorkian purchased 
the GW Hospital this week, pled- 
ing to cut costs by refusing to treat 
any patients over the age of 28. 

The new policy, expected to save 
more than $17 a year, is likely to 
result in a significant number of 
new deaths. Gevorkian said he will 
bring to the hospital his world- 
renowned treatment style, which 
includes cyanide IVs, poisoned 
Tylenol tablets and dirty needles. 

The acquisition of the famous 
doctor, who will also serve as \fice 
President for Medical Affairs and 
Mortality Studies, should substan- 
tially boost the image of the 
school’s medical center. The former 
vice president, Aloim Goldenwine, 
was finally dismissed after refus- 
ing to divulge that the hospital lost 
$2 billion last year. 

Gevorkian said his methods 
also will help the Cloudy Ass com- 
munity at large. “The more suc- 
cessful we are, the less old people 
will survive,” he said. 

In a sudden contrast to his pre- 
vious policy, however, Gevorkian 
said he will now begin his “special” 
treatment on people other than the 
terminally ill. 

“Everyone deserves equal treat- 
ment,” he said. “There is absolute- 
ly no reason to limit our efforts to 
those already dying." 

The Advisory Nayborehood 
Commission met immediately to 
formulate its response to the sale. 
However, only Dotty Maulem 
showed up at the meeting, and pro- 
ceeded to argue with herself for 20 


minutes before storming out of the 
chamber. 

Gevorkian said he eagerly 
anticipated her appointment at 
the hospital next week to have a 
forehead goiter removed. “Of 
course we’ll take off the goiter, but 
once we get them under the knife, 
we really have no choice but to 
probe for muscle tone and skeletal 
gerth.”

Then there is also this TV reporter, 
played by Cortnee Cocks 
(“Enemies”), who tries to find out who 
the killer is, too. Except she isn’t too 
good at her job and she ends up hav- 
ing sex in the bushes with Patricia 
Arquette’s brother (Ishtat).

The kids all trap the killer in the 
kitchen, and they find out who it is - 
that ancient woman Dorthea “W” 
Miller. But there were really two killers 
and that’s when Dm Baltimore (Mad, 
Mad Love) comes back to life and

May has also digitally created 
100 more camels and a Jabba the 
Hut for one scene in Ishtar, in which 
a sexually-ambiguous Jabba hilari- 
ously tries to put the moves on 
Hoffman.

Without 'Ibilets, a move students 
and administrators agree is the 
first step in GWs eventual take- 
over of the city. 

“I’m so glad the Student 
Blundership Tfeam convinced the 
University to make tuition high- 
er,” sophomore basketweaving 
major Ima Weirdo said. “I was 
beginning to worry that GW 
thought we couldn’t afford a 
tuition increase. Thirty thousand 
dollars is pocket change. I want to 
be in debt for the rest of my life.” 

Nordi'Trac said he hopes to 


make up for this year’s “atrocious 
increase” by decreasing tuition 
during the next five years. 

“There’s no reason students 
should pay that much for a GW 
education,” he said.
